To Protect Producers 

The main purpose of the bill was 
to protect producers selling goods 
on consignment, where the principal 
and agent were not in the relation- 
ship of vendor and purchaser, Com- 
plaints hod been made for a good 
many years by producers regarding 
the returns they received for their 
produce and during recent years 
certain very thorough investigations 
had been conducted into the meth- 
ods of business pursued by certain 
people largely engaged the dis- 
posal of the produce of growers. | 

As a result of these complaints it 
had been found really neceasary to} 
provide some more stringent 
protection for the producers. At 
present in western Canada most of 
the produce was handled by a very 
few large concerns, widespread or-

The eyes and the ears of man no 
longer are dependable for the dis- 
covery of the finer flaws. in the} 
manufacture of automobiles andj} 
automotive parts. Now X-rays de- | 
tect the slightest defects in the con- | 
struction of parts that no mechan- 
ical instrument, let alone the eye,| 
could have found. | 

Now radio is being employed to |
